coal (soft, almost exclusivly), and yet there 
are no stoves. Heating a room is accomplisht 
by the time-honored tradition of using a fire- 
place. Heap on the coal (by the way, it is 
“coals’’ here), and much of its warmth is 
drawn up the flue; sit before its flame and your 
back is cold because the heat is not fully thrown 
into the room. And the one and only reason 
the Englishman uses a fireplace is because it 
keeps HIM warm; he is used to the chill, and 
really is uneomfortably warm when a stranger 
is downright cold. Come prepared with plenty 
of warm underelothes, my American friend; 
you will need woolens. 


Last fall there was great indignation among 
New Yorkers because the high cost of living 
was added to in restaurant and hotel life thru 
payment being exacted for bread and butter. 
Serious editors ground out seriously indignant 
editorials, decrying the avarice and greed of 
New York restauranters and bonifaces. In 
London you ask for bread and butter, and pay 
for it, or you don’t get it; and 1 guess that 
has been the rule thru generations of restau- 
rant-fed mankind. And, furthermore, in many 
restauran‘= you pay for serviettes (napkins) if 
you want one. These extras will add from 
three to five pence to your check. Also, we 
have been told that a clean tablespread goes 
on to your bill in some places. 

Outside ef German restaurants or places in 
America where drinks are sold, we recall that 
the opening act of a waiter was to set before 
you a glass of drinking water, along with the 
advance guard of the meal. Not here—save in 
only one restaurant we have tackled. The in- 
ference is drawn that the English do not drink 
water with their meals. We recall only one 
restaurant where drinking water is provided. 
It’s bard to make the waiters ‘‘understand’’ at 
the otber places. 

“We bave no personal knowledge of matters 
in the provinces. In London, on Sunday, the 
“‘pubs’”” (saloons) open from 1 until 3 P. M., 
and again from 6 until 11 P. M. Outside of 
those hours only idiots attempt to get anything 
to drink. There are no side doors, no ‘‘private 
pulls’’ accomplish anything. London saloons 
are closed during closing time. There are no 
“family entrances,’’ none are needed. Women 
go right into the ‘“‘pubs’’ along with the men. 
There they find women bar keepers (bar maids), 
with occasionally a man serving drinks. Eng: 
lish bars are structurally different from Amer- 
ican saloons. They occupy a room large enuf 
to admit of partitioning off three compartments: 
private bar, public bar and saloon lounge. The 
partitions go only part way to the ceiling and 
bar maids work behind a circular counter, 
usually marble topt, and often with small glass 
Goors preventing easy gazing from one compart- 
ment to another, thus insuring a measure of 
privacy. Take your lady right in; she may 
stand at the bar and drink or sit in the com- 
fortable ‘‘sofa seats’’ provided. 

Give them credit. Your Englishman, of what- 
ever class, knows how te act a gentleman in a 
public house. Your lady never bas her ears 
denied by uncouth expressions, oaths or loud- 
talking. Someone, long ago, said the English 
take their pleasures seriously; and so do they 
their drinks. Sometimes a ‘‘souse’’ may at- 
tempt to ‘“‘start something;’’ the pub-keeper can 
see it coming and out goes Mr. Souse. Bar 
maids seem to be in every respect the same 
class of girls who attend tables in restaurants 
or serve the public in kindred capacities. They 
are well behaved, reserved and quiet spoken; 
attentiv to business and vastly an improvement 
over the males who work behind bars in Amer- 
ica. In this one important perticular (import- 
ant to everybody save genuine Prohibitionists) 
England ‘“‘has it all over’’ America. 

Generally speaking, a real, good cup of cof- 
fee is a rarity over here. There is something 
lacking either in the selection, grinding, or 
actual brewing of coffee over here that is a lost 
art. But there is an exception to all rules; 
we know a place where yeu can get the best 
cup of coffee you ever had in your life. When 
you come over, drop in and we'll take you to it. 

But where they lack in coffee the English 
make good in tea, thus verifying again the law 
of compensation. Near the fire-place of almost 
every Englishman's office we have been in, 
there hangs a tea kettle and every afternoon, 
at abcut the same hour, your Englishman has 
his cup of tea; and its great—better than most 
stuff the bar maids sell. ‘‘Afternoon Teas’’ are 
signs everywhere. Everybody drinks tea—and 
you will, too, gentle reader, over here. 

English newspapers are as much different 
from their American contemporaries as day dif- 
fers from night. We have failed, thus far, to 
find a representativ London daily that is dis- 
tinctiv. All the morning papers look, general- 
ly, the same—the only difference is the name 
of the paper emblazoned at ths top of its page. 
American news is scantily served and not as 
well selected as are the items cabled to Amer- 
fean papers from +his side. Therefore, come 
prepared for a period of almost total abstain- 
avee from the general news of your country, 
in so far as depending upon English newspapers 
is concerned. But again there is a way out 


of it. for the American Express Company, in 
Haymarket, has a large reading room, abso- 
Iutely free to whoever may choose te avail 


themselves of its comforts, where almost every 
prominent daily newspaper in America fs on 
file. Of course, they are from one week, ten

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SUIT OVER BASE- 
BALL FILM SETTLED 


Commercial Motion Picture Company Defendant in Suit 
Brought By Pathe Company Scores Victory—Case 
Establishes a Valuable Precedent For Film 
Makers — Miller Bros. Sue Universal 


} 


New York, May 31 (Special to The Billboard), 
—The suit which has been pending since last 
October in the case of Pathe Freres and Com- 
mercial Metion Picture Company’s right to 
fotograf the world series baseball games, bas 
finally been decided in favor of the defendants 
and establisheg a strong precedent in favor of 
motion picture men. 

The suit was brought by the Pathe Company 
against the Commercial Motion Picture Company, 
an industrial concern, shortly after the latter 
had taken and released a picture depicting the 
world series games. The Pathe Company 
claimed it paid $35,000 for the exclusiv right 
to fotograf the series ana market the pictures. 
The National Baseball Commission, from whom 
the right was purchast, was a party to the suit. 

The Commercial Motion Picture Company seni 
its camera met to the baseball grounds and 
from a position on a nearby structure succeeded 
in getting splendid views of the whole series. 
When these pictures were released not only did 
the Pathe Company and the National Baseball 
Commission bring a civil sult, but some of the 
members of the baseball] teams brought criminal 
suits claiming undesirable notoriety was given 
their fotografs and names and this entirely 
without their consent or permission, 

The case was heard before Magistrate Butts, 
in the magistrate’s court. The testimony was 
taken a long time ago and the case has been 
awaiting decision for many months. Magistrate 
jutts finally decided that inasmuch as a base- 
ball -player is a public character and in many 
other ways offers himself to public inspection, 
it was no crime for the defendants In this case 
to distribute or exhibit his fotograf. Both 
charges were therefore dismissed and no dam- 
ages were awarded. 

The decision establishes a strong precedent 
for cases of this sort and motion picture men 
now feel that they will secure fotografs of any 
and all public characterg hereafter without the 
least possible interference so far as legal pro- 
ceedure is concerned. This will insure several 
motion productions of almost every athletic meet 
or other sporting contest of any importance. 

The Commercial Motion Picture Company was 
represented in the case by Harry Levor, of 115 
Broadway, thig city. 


MILLER BROS, SUE UNIVERSAL CO. 


New York, May 31 (Special to The Billboard). 
—Miller Brothers, of the Miller Bros.’ 101 
Ranch, entered suit against the Universal Film 
Mfg. Co, in the United States District Court this 
morning, for the recovery of damageg claimed 
to have been sustained by the Illegal use of 
the name ‘101 Ranch’? in Universal films. 

The briefs were filed with the District Court, 
Southern District of New York, this morning 
and name Joseph C. Miller, Zack T. Miller and 
George L. Miller as complainants and the Uni- 
versal Film Mfg. Company and Carl Laemmle as 
defendants, The complainants were represented 
by Dennis F. O’Brien and M. L. Malevinsky, 
of 1482 Broadway. 

The Miller Bros, claim in their bill of com- 
plaint, that the Universal Film Mfg. Company 
has used the name ‘101 Ranch Films,” ‘101 
Bison Films’’ and other combinations of words 
containing the word ‘‘101"’ and thereby derived 
profit because of the fame of this name, without 
the permission of the complainants. 

They further claim that they themselves have 
engaged in the motion picture business, selling 
pictures of the 101 Ranch, and that the profits 
derived from the of these pictures have 
been greatly reduced due to the flooding of the 
market by the films manufactured by the Uni- 
versal Company bearing the ‘101’? name.

CENSORSHIP 


An Amplification of an Article Dealing 
With the National Board of Censors 
Published in the May 24 Edition 


Just before the National Board was formed 
some of the very worst films imaginable had been 
foisted on New York exhibitors. Most of these 
emanated from Paris, but a few come from 
American studios, 

All of these were the limit—utterly unfit for 
the general public. People were beginning to 
complain of this sort of thing and to kick about 
the salacious advertisements that acclaimed the 
filthy stuff. 

A crusade was imminent, and then the leading 
exhibitors of the metropolis already disgusted 
with conditions grew first alarmed and then en 
raged. 

Milton Gosdorfer, William 8. Smith, Mr, Don- 
negan, Sam Morris and one or two others had a 
associat on. Discouraged over its im 
potency they were atout to dissolve. 

They had about $900 in their treasury and 
said that they would willingly pay that sum 
of money to a civic body that would censor films 
for them. This report reacht the ears of Alfred 
H. Saunders, now president of the Cinematograph 
Publishing Company,, and one night when going 
bome late on a Staten Island boat he ran into 
the late William Sprague Smith, 

They drifted into a sociological discussion 
when led to mention of the People’s Institute. 
Suddenly Saunders had an inspiration, ‘‘Why 
don’t you fellows turn your $900 over to the 
People’s Institute and have it censor your films?”’ 
he asked. 

“That's a cracking good idea,” ejaculated 
Smith. ‘I believe you bave hit upon the soln- 
tion. I will advance the suggestion at the 
next meeting.”’ 

And he did. 

It found instant favor with his associates and 
at the next meeting, John Collier who had been 
invited to attend, had the whole scheme outlinea 
to him. 

In due course of time he reported back to 
Smith and it was agreed that he (Collier) was 
to act as a sort of a censor board and was to 
receive the $900 for three months’ salary. 


little 


It was from this chance idea of Saunders’ that 
the National Board of Censorship sprung, but it 
was the $900 that gave it life and being. Mark 
that well. 

This installment of the National Censorship 
Board story might be called its financial history. 
Its financial history is a very important part of 
its history furthermore. 

Money makes the mare go. If it were not for 
money there would be no settlement work, no 
uplift papers, no evangelists and precious few 
missionaries. 

The ethical aspect of a proposition may war- 
rant but it’s the money behind it that insures 
its perpetuation. 

And so it was, or at least it appears that it 
Was with the National Board of Censorship. 

Mr. Collier’s work was eminently satisfactory 
to those who paid his initial salary. Mr. Smith 
was satisfied, so were Messrs, Gosdorfer, Don- 
negan, Morris, et al. Mr. Saunders spoke well 
of it. So did other journalists and writers in 


the motion picture trade press. The scheme 
seemed to work well and promise well. 

But do not get the notion that the work was 
all done by the volunteers whose names grace 
the letterhead, 

They volunteered all right, and they did give 
their time and services when it suited their con 
venience, absolutely free of charge, but if you 
think they did any great amount of the work 
you will have to think again. 

Volunteer workers work when they feel like 
it and most work that you can get for nothing is 
worth just about nothing. 


of one emp’cre to telefone the volunteers and 
by begging, entreating and imploring It was pos- 
sible sometice, to get from five to fifteen to 
drop in for an hour or two and sometimes it 
was not, 

These salaried employes had to te pald, so 
money had to be raised, hence a permanent or- 
ganization was formed and funds were solicited. 


Now a remarkable fact comes to light. The 
Patents Company came in for $9.000 per year. 
The Independents gave $000 and this $9,900 was 
all the money contributed save $38.00. These 
figures are taken from the Board's report for 
the year ending October 1, 1912. 

Almost the entire expense of maintaining the 
National Board of Censorship is borne by the 
manufacturers of films. 


Is that a good arrangement? That is the 
question that the exhibitors are asking. 
Some are inclined to think that it was all 


right in the beginning but is so no longer. 
Others claim that it good and 
never will be.

Quite a few claim that the manufacturers con 
trol the board and assert that the moment they 
can not, that they will withdraw their support. 

But be that as it may, the censoring done by

Chicago, Milwaukee, Detroit, Cleveland and a 
raft of other towns and cities now have 
muticipal boards of their own which pay not the 
slightest respect to the findings of the National 
soard. 

These municipal boards are multiplying rap- 
idly, and as they have conflicting rules and 
Standards, they will soon be a terrible source 
of annoyance,

Remains of the Former Well-Known Circus Agent Found in 
the Hudson and Identified By Sport Hermann 


SUICIDE SEEMS PROBABLE 


Geo. Bleistein Hurried to New York and Confirmed the 
Identification 


Bluff and hearty Bob Campbell has gone over. 
It would seem that be just got tired of the game 
and quit. The news of his demise is embodied 
fn the following brief dispatch from our New 
York office: 

*‘New York, May 27 (Special to The Billboard). 
—A body found in the Hudson River near Nyack, 
N. Y., last Saturday afternoon, was yesterday 
identified as that of Robert C. Campbell, for- 
m-r president of The American Billposting Com- 
pany, of Chicago. U. J, Herman, manager of 
the Cort Theater, Chicago, positivly identified 
the body as that of his friend and associate 
from the telegrafic description sent him yester 
day. H. H. Frazee, the theatrical manager of 
this city and a very close friend of the deceased, 
said that he had for some time entertained fears 
for his friend's life, because of a continued de- 
pression from which he had been suffering for 
some time. 

“Mr. Campbell resided with his wife and family 
on Riverside Drive in this city, and of late has 
been ill at frequent intervals and its ig believed 
that this illness strengthened his desire to end 
ft all. Mr. Campbell was at one time a very 
wealthy man, having amassed « considerable 
fortune when he was president of The American 
Billposting Company of Chicago. Three years 


size Park, in the fashionable West End of Lon- 
don, was establisht and Mr. Campbell essayed 
the promotion of American enterprises. 

He met with poor success, and finally aban- 
doned it for a tour of continenval Europe and 
Egypt. 

Returning to London he purchased the Ameri- 
can rights to a patent fare register and returned 
to the States to exploit this most ingenious con 
trivance. 

But it too was a failure so he again returned 
to England as agent of George Bleistein’s foto 
lithografic process. He fared but ill at dispos- 
ing of the shop rights atroad and last winter 
returned to America taking up a residence on 
Riverside Drive, New York City. 

It is hinted that for sometime past he has 
been in straitened financial circumstances, hen.e 
the rumors of suicide, 

He leaves a wife and three children, 
latter all minors. 

On account of his long stay abroad he has not 
been much in the public eye of late but in his 
day he was a notable figure both in the circus 
world and in billposting circles. 

While he had but few very warm friends he 
was widely esteemed by @ host of acquaintances 
and stood wll among Masons,

After only two seasons on the road he secured 
a position es contracting agent ahead of the 
Adam Forepaugh Shows and soon rose to be 
the general agent of that mammoth organiza- 
tion, a position that he held with great suc- 
cess for many years. 


In time he tired of the road and embarkt 


fin the billposting business with Nixon Zimmer 
man and Sandford Robinson in Philadelphia. 


This firm enjoyed great success from the 
start bat it had hardly more than struck its 
stride when the late Col. Burr Robbins. having 
retired from the road and wanting something 
to oc upy his time and attention hit upon the 
idea of giving Chicago a modern, up-to-date 
plant. 

To that end be bought the few dilapidatec 
boards owned by Broadway and Treyser anid 


made Mr. Campbell an offer to manage it, 
the latter accepted in May, 1891. 

The American Billposting Co., a corporation 
under the laws of Illinois, was formed, Col. 
Robbins becoming president and treasurer, and 
Mr. Campbell, vice-president and general man- 
ager. This firm was very successful. Mr. 
Campbell enjoved a splendid salary and the div- 
idends on his stock enabled him to live in 
almost regal style. 

Some five years since he disposed of his In- 
terest in the business. It netted him about 
$60,000. 

With this sum augumented by several thous 
ands derived from the sale of stock in a periodic- 
al called The Billposter and a few securities he 
had acquired, he went to England and with his 
wife and family took up his residence in Eng- 
land.

SKATING NEWS. 


SKATED FOR SIXTY-FIVE YEARS. 

Jobn S$. Sumner, world’s champion rifle shot 
and famous for half a century as a fancy skater, 
died last week at Newtonville, a small town 
near Boston, Mass.. at the age of 73. He was 
widely known in Newtonville, hav'ng lived there 
4) years, For the past 50 years he has had the 
reputation of being an all-round fancy skater. 
He has not missed skating for 65 consecutiv 
winters Mr. Sumner retired from business 15 
years ago, on account of a cancer of the eye, an 
affliction whieh had been trenbling him for years 
and which was the final cause of his death. H's 
theory that ‘‘nerve power and strength to en 
dure fysiea] strain and pain were always gained 
by such arts as skating and shooting,”’ proved 
to te a help to him during his vears of suffer 
ing Ile was an expert shot at 70. On October 
24. 1908. he made a record of 49 consecutiv 
shots at the 1,.000-yard range, using peep and 
globe sights, and a 30-callbre high-power rifle 
shot from the long range pos'tion without artifi 
cial rest. The score was 190 out of possible 
200, which shows that altho he was then in his 


seventieth year he still retained his skill as a 
marksman, 
ANOTHER GREAT SKATER LAID TO REST. 
James B. Story, of New York City, who has 
been prominently connected with figure skating 
since 1865, passed away three weeks ago with- 
out many of his old skating friends knowing 
about his death. He was one of the founders of 
the Empire City Skating Club of New York, 
1869. also one of the seven organizers of the 
National Amateur Skating Asso iation, 1886, of 
which the late William B. Curtis (Father Bill) 
was the first president. He won his honors as 
champion skater of America at the Manhattin 
Athletic Club Rink, New York, February 
1879.

Allen I. Blanchard, president of the Interna- 
tional Skating Union of America, and Julian T.

ropean fancy skating, but since 1908 tie Inter 
national Skating Union of Europe bas stuck to 
the continental rules. Of late yerrs America 


has not held any championship events, but it is 
hoped that things will be so next vear that we 
will be atle to hold the world’s championship. 


OSMUN FORMER CIRCUS MAN. 

Walter Osmun, champ‘or cne-legged roller 
skater of Detroit, Mich., traveled with a circus 
for many years in one capacity or another. Os 
mun started out with the Miles-Orton Circus in 
1891 as a peanut and candy butcher, and in re 
lating some of his early history he has many a 
good joke to tell. Everyone connected with the 
show excepting Osmun lost money that season 
and he lost what he had before the season was 
over. Things went from bad to worse becaus¢ 
of steady rains until they struck Chattanooga, 
Tenn., when one of the proprietors came to 
Osmun and borrowed practically all he had, 
about $300, to tied him over the day. Nothing 
doing at Chattanooga as the rain followed them 
there and the show went into the hands of the 
sheriff. Before the final blow, Mr. Orton kindly 
presented Osmun with a 30-foot boa constrictor 
used in the side-show as a refund on his $300. 
Osmun knew very little about snakes, but he 
realized a toa of that s‘ze was valuable and im- 
mediately negotiated for the sale to a friend of 
his who conducted a museum in Louisville. In 
a few days he had received an offer for the 
snake and opened the case in which he was 
packt to see that he was in good shape. Imagine 
Osmun’s feelings when he found Mr. Snake dead. 
choked to death trying to swallow the blanket 
he had wrapped around him. It was the rep- 
tiles feeding period and Osmun didn’t know It. 
Osmun in speaking of the incident stated that 
if the boa hadn't choked he would have received 
his $300 back and an additional $300.

He 
sees Francoise and falls in love with her at 
sight—as Frenchmen, in plays, bave a habit of 
doing with other men's wives. Being a poli- 
ticlan, the gentleman is also a millionaire and 
soon he drops the hint to Francoise that if she 
will smile on him, Jean’s opera will be given a 
magnificent production. Reluctantly Francoise 
listens to the seductiv politidan, but after a 
time, she falls. She sacrifices herself for the 
sake of her husband and his art. 

The Phantom Isle is a big hit. 
tune Is made. And promptly suceess turns his 
head. He forgets his little wife and pays at- 
tentions to a certain Germaine Leclos, very 
pretty but with little character. She begs Jean 
to desert bis wife and come to her, but while 
Jean had been somewhat remiss in his duties 
to Francoise, he is not willing to go as far as 
the lovely Germaine suggests. So, rendered 
jealous, Germaine tells Jean that his wife is 
the mistress ef the politician. 

There's a big scene, of course, and Jean is 
going to get a divorce. Francoise refuses to 
tell why she sacrificed herself, fearing to wound 
her husband’s pride. But later on the politician 
points out to the erring husband all that Fran- 


Jean’s fer- 


coise had done for him, and Jean, repentant, 
files to his wife to seek forgivness and make 
up. sut he is too late. The poor, long-suffer- 


ing Francoise succumbs in her husband's arms. 
Her heart had gone back on her. 

It would seem, after witnessing all these 
sudden demises, that the sob scene in Camille’s 
final act is due to have its counterpart for many 
more years to come. And after all. why not? 
There is nothing the theater audience Likes 
better than to have a good cry. 

The play's plot is not bad, and it is logically 


enuf workt out, but the author lets everybody 
see the wheels go round quite too plainly, and 
the finish is foreseen from the _§stert. It 


received a rather cold reception from the pro- 
fessional «ritics. 


THE TROUBLE FETE. 

The Trouble-Fete is the title of a new com- 
edy produced this week at the Comedie-des- 
Champs-Elysees. It has three acte. Edmond 
Fleg, a Swiss who writes very pure French, is 
the author. His subject is not very new, but 
the treatment of it is original and that’s about 
the best that can be expected in this day in 
time. 

The Florent housebold is terribly upset by a 
baby being born. Neither the husband nor wife 
desired this baby. It just came. so to speak, 
as a trouble-fete, a kill-joy, for the young 
couple were desperately in love with themselves 
and each other, and this third person was re- 
garded by the two of them as something of an 


interloper. 
Soon, however, there came a change over 
the wife. She, rather to her own surprise, be- 


gan to have a motherly feeling for the baby, 
and soon the feeling grew into a veritable pas- 
sion. She gave herself up entirely to baby. 
Husband, at this point, egan to get sore. 
Home was no longer home. His wife was no 
longer his wife. She was only the mother of 
the little kill-joy. 

Then came another change. Father fell vic- 
tim to baby’s wiles and he, too, became its 
slave. But this brought a sort of jealousy into 
the game, a jealousy on fond papa’s part against 
fond mama, whom baby appeared to like the 
better 

Lastly, of course, husband and wife are 
brought closer together than they ever were 
before Baby is the peace-maker, the foy- 
bringer instead of the joy-killer and trouble- 
fete ho’s been lookt upon as being. 

The structure of the play i's, on the whole, 
good, but the denoument is rather sudden the 
Way the comedy now stands. M.* Fleg prob- 
ably considered something of the sort—the sud- 
den softening of papa’s heart—had to be 
brought about for the sake of the action of 
his plece, but In real life character transforma 
tions scarcely come with such rapidity. The 
dialogue is lively, thouch, and quite free from 
long-winded speeches which such ai subje:t 
might easily lend Itself to. 


A NEW SCHOOL, 

Tristan Bernard—sometimes called the Mark 
Twain of France (perhaps because he is so dif 
ferent)—-is a real humorist and his dramatic off 
spring seldom arrive stillborn. Els latest of 
fering is an oddity. It might even be de 
ecribed as an attempt at a brand new schoo: of 


dramatic expression. This school might be 
dubbed ‘‘verist." or ‘‘true-ist,”” or ‘‘fotogpafic’’ 
if vou will, so close does it go to nature. 

The name of the piece Is La Gloire Ambulan 
clere, the plece being in one act and used as 
the program-filler at the Comedie-des-Champs 
Clysees, with M. Fleg’s Le Trouble-Fete. The 
story describes the mental attitude, the egolsm, 


the distress of a woman suffering from an in 
testinal allment. Pach character says just what 
he or she has to say, and the conclusion need 
not necessarily be drawn that the act is vul 
car. It is an advanct school of expression, it 
is true, but produced as the play waa, in one 
of the most fashionable theaters in Paris, it 
met with quite a auccess, 

M. Dumeny, Mme. Darcourt and others of the

A young and handsome prince falls in love 
with a pretty flower-girl, takes her away to 
his country and weds her. Such, in a nutshell, 
is the plot, and, as may be seen, there is noth- 
ing sufficiently novel in it to strike one dumb 
with amazement. 

The music, however, which is by Leoncavallo, 
is on the whole, better than the book, and 
there are two or three numbers which are Teally 
siriking. Still, even there, accustomed us we 
are to the brilliant passages in Viennese light 
music, there is room for improvement. The 
modern Itallan school of musicians appears to 
know its melody, yet somehow it falls down 
hard when it comes to operetta in which one 
would imagine it would excel. 

The operetta at the Rejane is beautifully 
staged and well sung, Mlle. Gaby Boissy lead- 
ing the company.

le could not make Louisville. (Mr. Hart en- 
closed Mr. Segale’s letter to this effect.—Editor.) 
I then received a letter from Mr. Farlee stating 
that he was in Muskegon, Mich. I at once wrote 
him that everything was O. K. and that we 
where expecting a big week, so I let that mat- 
ter rest unti! the opening day. May 3, when I 
was surprised to see Mr. Segale show up on the 
lot. I at once explained things to him and he 
admitted he was in the wrong and askt if he 
could get locations. I then went to Mr. Farlee 
and askt him if it was O. K. to let Mr. Segale 
work, stating that he had come a long way. He 
askt if I would cut Ris concession in half if he 
permitted Mr. Segale te work. I said I would 
and started to locate Mr. Segale’s four conces- 
sions to learn that be had only two. He said 
he had the promise that they would come fut 
had been disappointed and askt if as long as 
there where two dog wheels if I wouldn’t cut 
his privilege. 

After some talk I decided to cut his joints 
for one-fourth ef the four.

run back to Louisville for trial so we all settled 
that way. I gave them $45 and they turned it 
over to their attorneys, and that was the last 
of that. 

After these two concessioners had started the 
trouble A, Meyers wanted to know why FE was 
not going to carry him any further than Louis- 
ville. Y had sold him locations for two wheels 
te mn May 3. He came on that date, but had 
notiwhg with him but a suit case, and askt for 
his lecations. I gave them to him, and then he 
went over to a nearby house and bought some 
old lumber brought it back and tackt up two 
South Befoh de War frames. When 1 saw 
what a sight they were I askt him what was 
the trouble. He said that he had erdered two 
tops from the Louisville Tent Company, and that 
they would be ready by Wednesday. I then 
askt him to move them off of the midway until 
he could cover them, which he did, and on 
Wednesday the tents were delivered, but were 
too small, so they were taken back to the 
tent company and brought out again Thursday. 
Mr. Meyers set up and operated three days. I 
collected my concession in full from Mr. Meyers, 
after some argument. On Saturday night he 
came up to me with a hard luck story, saying 
that he did not get anything and askt if I 
would give him ten dollars to ship his goods to 
Chicago, Ill. I teld him to call Sunday morning 
at the place I was toarding and that I would 
give him the $10. After I had everything on 
the cars I went home and went to bed. That 
was 5 a. m., about 5:30 a. m. I was awakened 
by my wife, and there I saw Meyers at our 
window. I told my wife to tell him I weuld 
see him at 8 o’clock, which she did. He waited 
on the front steps and I went back to sleep. I 
was awakened again at 7:30 and was told that 
Meyers had gone around to the side door and 
askt for me, and was told by the ‘ady of the 
house that she thought I was gone, but would 
see.

— Speaking About 
Muitiple-Reel Features 


HERE is a special reason why every mul- 
a com reel feature in General Film Service 
is released as such. Some so-called features 
are merely single-reel stories ‘‘padded’’ to fill 
more than a thousand feet of film. Not 80, 
however, with General Film features.

Ald. Davidson pointed out that the city’s 
license inspectors were doing everything pos- 
eible, and he suggested that the best way woula 
be for members of the committee to see some 
ef the theaters thmselves, and report anything 
they considered objectionatle. 

The members of the committee decided to act 
en this suggestion.

The London paper we read, during the prev 
alence of floods in Ohio and Indiana, gave one 
column of space to the disaster; never more, 
never less. The geogrefical inaccuracies therein 
represented were remarkable; the English news- 
paper man’s ideas of America are most unusual, 
it seems. Book reviews occupy page after 
page; markets and sports predominate; the 
papers here run one column of American cable 
markets to an inch of American cable news. 
Letters from readers on local topics quite often 
“lead” the paper. Police court reports are 
given extensiv space and, very naturally, the 
doings of royalty have conspicuous and lengthy 
position.
